Pacific Coast Items. 


Solano county votes for Supervisors 
on Wednesday, the 2d of September. 
The burnt district of Vaca is rebuilt, 
and improves the looks of the town 
very much. 
Articles of incorporation have been 
adopted for the Santa Barbara Hotel 
Company; capital stock, $100,000. 
The wheat warehouse of Napa begins 
to show signs of activity. About 100 
tons of wheat have been received from 
Berryessa. 
The North Star Flouring Mills at 
Tehama started up on Monday, the 
13th instant, on new wheat, and are 
now turning out large quantities of 
line flour. 
The work on another vessel was be­ 
gun Tuesday, near Greenwood’s wharf, 
Vallejo, by Mr. Harvey. The new 
vesie will bo about 35 feet long, with 
15 feet beam. 
The amount of sweet-corn in So­ 
lano county this year is very great, it 
isa drug in the markets of the inte­ 
rior towns, and at Suisun can be 
bought at almost any price. 
The Lassen Advocate learns from 
C. R. McClelland, of Milford, that the 
farmers in that vicinity are well along 
with their haying, and will commence 
harvesting their grain this week. 
According to the Vallejo Independ­ 
ent, the wheat crop throughout Solano 
county does not turn out as heavy as 
It was thought it would two months 
ago, yet the yield is larger than it was 
last year. 
Suisun, the county seat of Solano, 
is very dull at present. The store­ 
keepers think the dullness is owing to 
thefactthat now the Grangers buy all 
their goods through their San Francis­ 
co agency. 
Parties have struck very rich placer 
mines in the hills above Mountain 
Meadows, Lassen county. It is said 
that the deposit is quiteextensive and 
several claims have been taken up 
which prospect first-rate. 
The contract for building the bridges 
over Putah creek was awarded by So­ 
lano and Yolo counties to E. D. Saw­ 
yer, of Napa, for the sum of SO 75 per 
foot. The bid of the California Bridge 
C tmpany was $7 95 per foot. 
Thompson, the missing Sacramento 
box-maker, is still “ wanted.” Report 
lias it that he has gone to Panama. 
The creditors are running the box- 
factory, they having appointed a re­ 
ceiver to look after the business. 
Simpson & Sultz Bro. have finished 
threshing on the Buckeye ranch, Te­ 
hama county. The total yield is 7,442 
sacks of wheat. The number of acres 
harvested 
was 400. 
The 
average 
yield to the acre is a fraction over forty 
bushels. 
Says the Sierra Mountain Messenger 
of ¡Saturday: “ Recently a diamond 
was found by A. L. Emerson in Straw­ 
berry Valley, Yuba county, which 
weighed one and a half carats. 
It has 
a yellow shade, similar to one discov­ 
ered by Col. Baker at Gardner’s Point, 
in this county. 
Stimulated by the success of beet- 
sugar works in Sacramento and en­ 
couraged by the fact that the soil 
around Davisville and Woodland is 
admirably adapted to the growth of 
the sugar beet, Dreisbach and other 
capitalists of Davisville have con­ 
cluded to organize a company for the 
purpose of starting sugar-works at that 
place.

A number of settlers 
are going in there to stay. 
The owners of the large warehouse 
at Albany offer a premium of fifty 
dollars for the best lot of 1,000 bushels 
of wheat stored with them during the 
season. 
The Oregon Conference of the M. F. 
Church will meet at Salem, Septem­ 
ber 10th, instead of at Tangent, as 
has been 
reported. Bishop 
Pierce 
will preside. 
A gentleman who has just made the 
trip from the California line to Port­ 
land on horseback, examining the 
country, reports the crops as excelling 
in prospect anything he ever wit­ 
nessed. 
There is a farmer living not many 
miles from McMinnville who owns

P r e s c o t t , July 22 .—Telegrams re­ 
ceived from the San Carlos Reserva­ 
tion yesterday convey information to 
the effect that Major Randall had left 
the post on an expedition up the Gila 
river, where he hoped to find the ren­ 
dezvous of a handful of renegades from 
Camp Apache Reservation. 
Nothing has been heard from the 
parties in search of the renegade chief, 
Chuntz. 
It will be remembered that about a 
month ago some stock belonging to 
Leopold Carillo of Tucson was driven 
off from near Camp Lowell by a party 
of Indians, whose trail was promptly 
followed by C'apt. Hamilton, with his 
company of the Fifth Cavalry, until 
the Apaches, as they proved to be,were 
apprehended 
Capt. Hamilton found 
the meat of the slaughtered animals 
in their possession and would hnvc 
taken them back to Camp Lowell for 
unishment,on!y that they claimed to 
e acting under orders from the com­ 
manding officer at San Carlos. Upon 
this, Cant. Hamilton sent a courier to 
apprise Major Randall of the behavior 
of these Indians and enable him to 
take the necessary stops to bring them 
to punishment. Upon their return to 
San Carlo9, Major Randall singled out 
the guilty ones and confined them in 
the guard-house. 
M a r i c o p a , July 20.—Companies D 
and E, 23d Infantry, arrived here this 
morning, on the way to Yuma. It is 
reported that two soldiers belongingto 
Capt. Pollock’s command from Camp 
McDowell, died at Mohawk Station 
from sunstroke. 
P hcentx, July 21.—The store of Ir­ 
vine & Co. was robbed last night; the 
monoy-till emptied and articles taken. 
Some men employed on the ranch of 
G. Dennis are this morning minus their 
pistols, saddles and clothing, the same 
having disappeared during the night. 
Mr. J. J. Gardner and James Murray 
are each missing a good horse this 
morning, supposed to have been stolen 
last night. 


The Sacramento Beet Sugar Com­ 
pany has 200 acres of beets near Davis- 
ville. 
They were attacked by the 
army worms and grasshoppers, but no 
great injury has been inflicted. Last 
Saturday a car-load of turkeys—about 
500—were let loose in the field, and 
they have nearly cleaned the country 
of the pests. The beets at Davisville 
will yield finely, from thirty to forty 
tons to the acre, and are of the best 
size adapted to the use of sugar- 
makers. 


During three or four weeks of the 
busiest part of the season, the ship­ 
ments of fruit and vegetables from 
Vacaville averaged fifty tons a day, 
and they still average about thirty.

Another Manufactory. 
Mr. Q u in n appeared before the 
Council at it* meeting on Thursday in 
behalf of the Grangers in the south­ 
ern part of the county, to know what 
encouragement could be obtained from 
this city toward the construction of a 
paper mill hero. Mr. S o u th w o r t h 
also read a letter from parties in Chi­ 
cago making inquiries as to the facili­ 
ties for establishing a paper mill in 
this city or valley. The paper mill 
proposition was urged by the H e r a l d 
nearly four months ago and our arti­ 
cles on the subject brought letters 
from a number of parties who pro­ 
posed to establish the business here if 
proper encouragement was ottered. 
We do not know what encouragement 
is required. We think it would hardly 
be the thing for the people of this city 
or valley to furnish the funds for 
building a paper mill and then give it 
away. The opening for the business 
is here, and the person who improves 
the opportunity will find a splendid 
investment for his money. We are 
informed that ten thousand dollars 
will pay for the machinery and set in 
operation a wrapping - paper mill. 
This is not a large sum, yet its invest­ 
ment will build up a fine paying busi­ 
ness. We have no objection to our 
people giving the whole amount re­ 
quired to start such a paper mill, but 
we see no reason why they should give 
it away. The Grangers of this valley 
can build a paper mill themselves at a 
small cost from each, but when they 
have done so they should retain the 
property in their own possession. We 
cannot expect anyone to come here 
and put up a first-class paper mill. 
The cost of such a mill is heavy and 
it would not pay after it was put in 
operation; but a wrapping-paper mill 
costs but little money, and will pay 
handsomely from the start. 


The “ Herald's’’ Correctness. 
Under date of Anaheim, July 21st, a 
gentleman writes to the editor of the 
H e r a l d , as follows: “ I have been in 
Los Angeles Valley now about five 
weeks. My home is near Springfield, 
Illinois. I was in the main induced 
to visit California through reading the 
Weekly H e r a l d . I read each num­ 
ber carefully, and while I saw there 
was much in Southern California to 
render living easy and home comfort­ 
able, I naturally concluded that your 
pictures were overdrawn, that your 
soil was not so rich, your climate so 
delightful, nor your products quite so 
great as you represented them. My 
short sojourn in this valley has con­ 
vinced me that you did not overpaint 
a single description. I have seen all 
that I read about, and more, and I 
write this note to acknowledge the in­ 
justice of holding you as an enthusiast 
looking through magnifying glasses 
that fit only your own eyes.” We 
read the above note with a great deal 
of pleasure, for the reason that we 
found in it an indorsement of the 
H e r a l d 's policy. We have endeav­ 
ored from the outset to keep truth on 
our side, and while saying all that 
could be said in favor of our beautiful 
valley, vet to say nothing that could 
be construed into misrepresentation. 
There is no doubt but that almost 
anyone living in the East, who has 
never informed himself as to Califor­ 
nia climate and soil, will find it diffi­ 
cult to believe the bare facts concern­ 
ing this portion of the State. The con­ 
trast is so striking and the advan­ 
tages so great, in favor of California, 
that it is a pardonable offense on the 
part of the Eastern man if he doubts 
our statements sometimes. All we 
ask of the doubtful is that they shall, 
like the author of the above note, 
come and sec for themselves. If they 
find we have overdrawn a single pic­ 
ture we shall be pleased to have them 
say so. 


Indorses the Press Gag Law. 
In his remarks before rendering his 
opinion in the M c C o rm ic k case at 
8an Diego the other day, Commis­ 
sioner H o f f m a n took occasion to ad­ 
minister a severe reproof to the Union 
of that place, which he said had pub­ 
lished an article apparently intended 
to influence his decision. This was 
very well; perhaps the Union's zeal­ 
ous friendship for the accused led it to 
the commission of an indiscretion; 
but when Mr. Commissioner H o f f ­ 
m a n permitted himself to use the fol­ 
lowing language he evinced a weak­ 
ness which proves him unqualified for 
the position he holds, and the victim 
of a hatred for the press which is 
shared by B e n B u t l e r , B o ss S h e p ­ 
p a r d , Boss T w e e d , General H o w ­ 
a r d and many others. H e said: “But 
of late there has been a sort of Com­ 
munistic spirit of the press growing 
up in this country—a sort of an idea 
that the press must lead and direct in 
all things—that I am very 8orry|Jto 
see, as it can but lead to bad results, 
and has already called Congressional 
uotice to it. It is my candid opinion 
that the press had, in these respects, 
better let the Courts alone. It is bad 
enough for it to debauch itself, with­ 
out trying to drag and gag in its foul 
train a hitherto respectable branch of 
the Government.” 


T h e Argentine (Republic has em­ 
ployed General S. P. T. B e a u r e o a r d 
as chief engineer. Wo hope the Gen­ 
eral will engiueer the Argentine craft 
more successfully than he did the job 
be undertook in the South some years 
ago. His salary now Is $20,000 per 
annum.

Downing, and tilled with hay belong­ 
ing to Norman C. Jones. The build­ 
ing and contents were entirely con­ 
sumed, but no other damage was done. 
The barn was insured, and is var ous- 
ly estimated to have contained six or 
sixty tons. 
In the U. S. Land Office yesterday, 
the ease of W. W. Maxey vs, Jean 
Jeantet was decided. It involved the 
right and title to the west half of the 
northwest quarter of Section ten, 
Township one, south, and range ten, 
west. The suit was decided in favor of 
Maxey, except as to a small portion of 
the tract covered by some of Jeantet’s 
improvements. 
The innocent young man from the 
country who was mentioned yesterday 
as having lost his horse, saddle and 
bridle, has recovered his missing prop­ 
erty. Constable Bryant found the 
man who took the horse and trappings 
for a trial 011 his ranch, a few miles 
from the eity. It seems that there was 
nothing more than a misunderstand­ 
ing at the bottom of the trouble and 
110 intention to defraud said innocent 
young matt. The difficulty was ami­ 
cably settled injustice Gray’s Court. 
Mr. M. L. Loomis, superintendent of 
ditches on Major Hancock’s ranch, 
met with quite a severe accident wh ile 
returning from Murphy’s entertain­ 
ment 011 Thursday night. As be 
C asset! in front of Perry <fc Riley’s new 
uilding, he stepped upon a loose 
plank, tripped and fell, striking upon 
some timber lying at the place, llis 
shoulder was dislocated and his side 
severely bruised. It has not been as­ 
certained whether his ribs are broken, 
but liis injuries are sufficient to confine 
him to liis house for some time. 
Half-consumed California figs are 
found to bo much superior to orange 
peels for upsetting purposes. We saw 
tv lady step on one of the former yes­ 
terday. Hhe kicked with both feet as 
high as a hallet-star; gave that pecu­ 
liar, shrill, feminine scream, sat down, 
said “ Oh, my!” smoothed down her 
disordered attire, looked around 
wildly, rose quickly, shook herself to 
see if anything was loose, gave a with­ 
ering glance at the place where she 
had fallen, and, with all her spare 
blood suffused to her face, went on up 
street. 
The case of Librado Corona, the ac­ 
complice of Va.squez, indicted for rob­ 
bery in taking a gold watch from 
Charles E. Miles and a silver watch 
from John Osborn, was tried in the 
County Court yesterday. Most of the 
day was consumed in securing a jury, 
but when once commenced the trial 
was soon concluded. The defense ar­ 
gued that Corona was acting under 
duress at the time of the robhery, and, 
consequently, not personally respon­ 
sible for the deed. The jury after be­ 
ing out about fifteen minutes returned 
a verdict of “guilty.” 
Mr. Gallardo, the Deputy Zanjero, 
showed us yesterday some curiosities 
in the shape of two lemon sprouts 
which add two more to the seven-und- 
seveuty wonders of this valley. The 
sprouts are about two inches high and 
are of two months’ growth from the 
seed. On the-top of one is a tiny 
white blossom not exactly full in form 
hut near enough to convey a good 
idea of its character. On the other a 
similar blossom has given place to a 
little incipient lemon, looking per­ 
fectly sound, though scarely larger 
than the head of a pin. The seeds 
from which the sprouts grew are yet 
well preserved and attached to the 
roots. The specimens can be seen at 
the French Resturaut, opposite the 
Lafayette Hotel.

ley on the Globe. 


Board of Supervisors. 
The Supervisors were sitting as a 
Board of Equalization again yester­ 
day. The entire morning session was 
taken up in a consideration of the as­ 
sessment of a piece of land containing 
2,000 acres, near Compton, the prop­ 
erty of Messrs. Downey and Haywood. 
A deputation from 
the District 
Council of Grangers, was present to 
look after the interests of the farmers, 
and demanded among other things, 
that the assessment 011 this property 
be raised from its appraised value on 
the books, ($5 per acre), to something 
nearer its actual value. Four wit­ 
nesses were examined who testified 
that other property lying in the vi­ 
cinity was worth from fifteen to 
twenty dollars per acre. Mr. Downey 
appeared and stated that lie had of­ 
fered the same property for sale at 
twelve dollars and a half per acre, 
without finding a purchaser. A final 
vote was taken on the raising of the 
assessment and lost by the following 
vote: Ayes—Evey. Noes—Messrs. Ma­ 
chado and Palomares. Mr. Hinds, be­ 
ing in the Chair did not vote, and 
Mr. Griffith was absent. The other 
assessments 111 consideration were 
also passed without raising. The 
Board will be in session to-day aud 
Monday next.
